WATCH OUT FOR THRIP 


Thrip are small insects that suck the life of 
glad blooms. Many blame disease or other 
causes when thrip is doing the damage. If pre- 
sent on bulbs soak in a solution of one gallon 
of water to one tablespoon of Lysol for 4 to 6 
hours. To protect blooms dust with DDT every 
week or 10 days when spikes are a foot to 18 
inches high. Many handy dusters are on the 
market and a little prevention will insure fine 
bloom.
